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1994 Astoria Regatta celebrates 100 years and is “Looking to the Future” 


The 1994 Astoria Regatta 
Festival “Then and Now - 
Looking to the Future” Aug. 10- 
14, is fast approaching. The fes- 
tival, celebrating its 100th year 
with a historical focus, begins 
Wednesday, Aug. 10, with the 
arrival of visiting ships. That 
evening, the Queen's 
Coronation will be held at the 
Performing Arts Center, 16th 
and Franklin, at 7:30 p.m. The 
queen will be selected from 
Princesses Allison Fitcha, 
Warrenton; Kallie Edney, 
Seaside; Danielle Chiacco, 
Knappa; and Kristin Wentworth, 
Astoria. She will be crowned by 
1994 Regatta Admiral Les 
AuCoin and will reign over the 
Regatta celebration. The 
Queen’s Reception will immedi- 
ately follow at the Columbia 


River Maritime Museum at the 
foot of 17th Street and is hosted 
by the Auxiliary Ladies. 
Admission to both events is by a 
Regatta button ($3), which also 
entitles one to win prizes that 
will be given away at the con- 
clusion of the festival.

1994 Regatta brings five days of action packed fun to Astoria 


The 1994 Astoria Regatta is an 
fun-filled week of activities for 
the whole family. Here are some 
of the highlights. 

Teen Dance 

The Seaside Youth Center will 
be putting on a Band Jamboree 
Saturday, Aug. 13, at the Astoria 
Masonic Temple, 1572 Franklin, 
between 8 and 11:30 p.m. 
Admission is $5 per person, and 
the dance is for teens 14-19 years 
of age. This Jamboree is being 
sponsored by Flying Barney’s of 
Astoria, Sunset Empire Park and 
Recreation District, the Astoria 
Park and Recreation District, and 
the Astoria Regatta. 

Grand Land Parade 

This year’s parade will begin at 
noon Saturday, Aug. 13, and pro- 
ceed down Commercial Street in 
downtown Astoria. Featured 
entries include Portland’s 
Marshall High School Marching 
Band, the Clan Gordon Band 
from Tacoma, and Seattle’s 
Seafair Pirates. 

Fifteen to 20 floats from the 
North Coast and other Northwest 
communities will participate in 
this year’s parade, which promis- 
es to be one of the largest every. 
This year’s Grand Marshals are 
Larry and Shirley Perkins. 

Regatta Twilight Boat Parade 

This year’s Twilight Boat 
Parade, sponsored by Englund 
Marine Supply, promises to be 
the biggest ever, according to 
organizer Karen Van Cleave. The 
parade will be held Saturday, 
Aug. 13, at 7 p.m. and will form 
off the West Basin in Astoria, 

proceeding up the Astoria water- 
front led by the Port of Astoria 
Fireboat Harry S. Steinbock. 
Queen’s Coronation 

The 1994 Regatta Queen will 
be selected at a ceremony 
Wednesday, Aug. 10, at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Performing Arts Center at 
16th and Franklin. This year’s 
MC will be Chuck Farmer, for- 
mer Regatta Association presi- 
dent. The color guard and escort 
will be provided by U.S.C.G. Air 
Station Astoria. Entertainment 


will be provided by Miss Clatsop 
County Rachel Rubins and Karrie 
Renfrow. 

This year’s princesses, Allison 
Fitcha, Warrenton; Kallie Edney, 
Seaside; Kristin Wentworth, 
Astoria; and Danielle Chiacco, 
Knappa, will be giving speeches 
related to Regatta’s 100th year. 
Reigning Queen Sara Landwehr 
will turn her crown over to the 
new queen, who will be crowned 
by Admiral Les AuCoin. A public 
reception honoring the new queen 
and her court will take place at 
the Columbia River Maritime 
Museum immediately following 
the coronation. 

Regatta Square 

After two years’ absence, 
Regatta Square will return to the 
Clatsop County Fairgrounds this 
year. Entrance will be the 
Southeast gate, and admission 
will be $3 for a Regatta button. 
There will be food and craft 
booths at the Square, as well as 
the beer garden, with family seat- 
ing until 7 p.m. Regatta Square 
will open Friday at 4 p.m. and be 
open from 10 a.m. until 8 p.m. 
Saturday, and 10 a.m. until 4 p.m. 
Sunday. Saturday, there will be 
Salmon Barbecue between 2 and 
6 p.m. Included in the meal are 
salmon, coleslaw, garlic bread 
and ice cream. The costs are $8, 
adults; $7 senior; $6, child. 

Friday and Saturday evening, 
The Pirate’s Den will be open 
from 8 p.m. until midnight, fea- 
turing the music group Thunder 
Road. 

Fireworks 

This year’s fireworks display 
will take place Saturday night 
approximately at 10 p.m. at the 
foot of 17th near the Columbia 
River Maritime Museum.

Ceremony will take place Friday, 
Aug. 12, at 2:30 p.m. in the gar- 

dens behind the historic Flavel

Historic Home Tour 

The 1994 Historic Homes tour 
organized by the Clatsop County 
Historic Society will feature 
homes of former Regatta Queens 
in commemoration of the first 100 
years of the Regatta founded in 
1894. Many of the homes are 
Victorian and others are notable 
for historic reasons or because of 
special architectural features. 

The tour is scheduled on Friday 
and Saturday Aug. 13 and 14, 
from 1 to 4 p.m. each afternoon. 
Tickets may be purchased at the 
Heritage Museum, 1618 
Exchange Street, Astoria on the 
days of the tour. Tickets are $7.50 
per person and children accompa- 
nied by an adult are free, sales 
begin at noon. 

Unlike many tours there are no 
buses and vans. When tickets are 
purchased (one for each home) a 
brochure is provided that includes 
addresses and a map showing the 
locations and gives a brief 
description of each featured 
home. Everyone then drives to the 
homes in their own vehicle, on 
their own schedule and can tour at 
their own pace. There will be 
guides at each home, often the 
owners, who will relate the back- 
ground and history of the build- 
ing.
